upon the country ! 

Alfred Iverson, a senator from Georgia, was 
preparing to retire from the senate of the 
United States and to go home to a new republic 
—the “Confederate Btates of America.” 

“You may acquiesce in the resolution,” said he 
to his fellow senators, ‘‘and: acknowledge the in- 
dependence of a great confederacy, or you may 
make war on the seceding states and attempt to 
force them back. If you acknowledge our in<e- 
pendence and treat usas one of the nations of 


the earth you can have friendly relations and in-. 


tercourse with us; you can have an equitable di- 
vision of the public property and of the existing 
public debt of the United States. But if you make 
war upon us we will seize anc hold all the public 
property in our borders, * 
shape you make war we will ight you!” 

Said another, when compromise was propose?: 

“Abolitionism and fanaticiem is a blood hound 
that never bolts its track when it has once lapped 
blood. The elevation of theiz candidate is far from 
being the consummation of their aims, It is only 
the beginning of that consummation; and if all 
history be not a lie, there will be coercion enough 
til} the end of the beginning is reached, and the 
dreadful banquet of slaughter and ruin shal) glut 
the appetite.”

& -battery composed of three 24-pounders 
bought by the state of South Carolina during 
the days of nullification and long used by the 
cadets in the military scademy at Charleston, 

A TERRIBLE EXPERIENCE. 

Fort Sumter stands on an artificial island 
several miles out from Charleston, and rising 
abruptly out of the water, looks likea gioomy 
prisen, 

Just before the war the fort was unoccupied 
save by an ordnance sergeant, Who lived thore 
with bis wife and two little children. Sup. 
plies were sent to him regularly, but in case 
of emergency his only chance of communica- 
ting with Charleston was a small boat. One 
day astorm came, and while the winds were 
blewing furiougly,the man in the fort was; 
stricken with yellow fever. Tas poor wife 
was frantic. Shean tothe top of the fort, 
waved a sheet backward and forward 
and repeatedly raised aud low- 
ered the garrison flag. Sev- 
eral vessels passed, but none seemed to notice 
the signals of distress. The tempest razed 
for several days. Words cannot picture the 
terrible distress of the little group in the 
dreary old foit, with the demon Yellow Jack 
for a companion inside and the raging winds 
outside beating the sea into fury. The wife 
at last resolved on a desperate venture. 
Writing a note detailing the situation, she gave 
it to the children, and placing them ina small 
boat trusted them to the floodtide to carry 
them to Charleston. It was a terrible experi- 
ment, for the cbbtide might ‘have swept them 
out tosea. Fortune favored them, hoWever, 
and they landed safely, but help for those in 
aoe came too late. The ordnancesergeant 

ed. 

It was into the grim old fort that Major Au- 
derson had betaken himself and his little 
handful of men when Goneral Beauregard 
took command of the confederate forces at 
Charlesten.

The great Beauregard prepared to try the 
power of his batteries and to begin war iu the 
name of the now republic. 

Fifty thousand hearts are beatiog 
wildly in Charleston. The  revolation- 
ists are on the confederate ramparts and 
in the confederate batteries and the dark 


mouths of big guns arestarned toward the’ 


silent old fort. 
It is daybreak, on the 12th of April, 1961, 
Fifteen thousand people have crowded down 
to the esplanade, and their eyes are turned 
eeaward to the dark, dimly outlined object 
rising cut of the water. As the gray light of 
the morning steals more and more over the 


barbor, the federa] flag can be seen floating 


above the fort. 

The Jast minute bas arrived,

A dull, sullen boom is heard from 
Fort Johnson. <A shell speeds upward, 
whisks through the air, describing an arc 
of fire, descending toward the fort, and burat- 
ing falls witha crashing noise iu the very cen- 
ter of the parade. 

Instantly there was great bustle in Char) es— 
ton. From housetops and windows, from 
every available place, people watched for the 
second thot and the’effect. 

Scarcely bad the echo of the first gun died 
awey erea second battery opened and so on 
around the line.

At seven o’ ajor Andergon responded 
aud the duel proceeded during the day.

Anderson’s shots became less frequent, then 
almost ceased. His men were fighting fire. 
Then the enthusiastic confederates moanted 
the parapets and sent up & wild cheer for 
themselves, cheered every shot that came 
from the brave federals in the fort, and hooted 
and groaned for the timid fleet standing in 
sight of the fort yet not daring to come to the 
reccue of Anderson. 7 

At last the white flag floated over the fort in 
place of the stars and stripes, The firing 
ceased, Anderson withdrew and gailed away. 
Fo:t Sumter bad been taken.

A noithern preacher lately said that God

I asked of 
a Charleston man who was an eye Witness to 
the bombardment. 

“it’s a —— lic!” he said. “The feeling was 
one of intense excitement, painfully intense. 
Certainly the ladies did not feel like dancing, 
for they were momentarily expecting to hear 
that a father or brother orsweetheart or friend 
had been killed.” 

It bas been said that Beauregard fired on 
FoitSumter after Andersou had Pg wage g 
surrendered. Beauregard demanded the sur- 
rexrder, but Anderson declined. He added, 
however, that he would be starved outin afew 
daye. Beauregard asked him to name a day 
on which he woulda evacuate, but Anderson 
declixed. The fleet had started to his relief, 
and Beauregard, after giving Anderson duo 
notice, opened fire and the next day the feet, 
which had tried to sneak in, appeared in the 
harbor. 

A great many people believe that President 
Davis ordered Beauregard to assault the flag 
in order to solidify the south on the secession 
movement, and make impossible any com- 


romise, 
. Colonel A. K, McClure, on a late visit to Mc. 
Davie, asked bim if that was his puroose. Mr. 
Davis promptly and emphatica'ly denied th xt 
he had any such purpose. He said: . 

“The south was already solid, and there was 

no need to fire on the fort to solidify hor peo: 
le. The order was given because Mr, Lincoin 
ad broken his faith in attempting to rein- 
force Anderavun.” 
THE TORPEDO BOATS, 

During the war, a queer little torpedo boat 
was carried from New Orleans to Charleston. 
It was about thirty feet long, about five feet 
in diameter, and shaped likea cigar. While 
experimenting, the torpedo boat went dowa 
with her crew, and never came up again until 
she was hauled up. Then sho made several 
successful trips, went unier the Macki- 

blew her vp and hersolf 

and stayed there until 

hanled up. Again shestruck a man of-war 

and went down to stay. After the war the 

torpedo boat and fragments of the man-9af- war 

she last destroyed were hauled up and carried 
to Washington City as curiosities. 

On one occasion Lieutenant Glassell, of the 
confederate navy, accompanied by threes men, 
went out to blow up a man-of-.war, but for 
for some cause the explosion was a miscar- 
riege. The gunboat was broken up somewhat 
and was thrown partly to her side, bat did not 
sink. Theexplosion threw up an immense 
volume of water, which, falling on the tor- 
pedo boat, put out ber fires. 

Glasse)l and one man sprang overboard, but 
wore captured and cecaped drowuing, Tho 
other men could not swim, bat coolly setabout 
rebuilding the fires in the engine, steamed up, 
and in the excitement moved away and ez- 
caped. The men of war ssemed siid to, 
tackle the torpedo boat except to give it a 
lively dose of canister and grape. 

In 1863, the federal iron-clad ficet,ninoe great 
men-of-war, went down to retake Sumter and 
bombsrd Charleston. 

Again there was fighting at Charleston. Tho 
war swayed thetreetops on land and rolied 
over the weaves for fifty miles. 

There was another federal defeat.

This time the boys sang:

As to whether the confedorate soldier was 
any more superstitious than the federal I 
neither admit nor deny, bat I think the same 
superstitions in regard to battles gerd pre- 
yailed to an equal extent on both sides, Wo 
way laugh at them now, but we once accepted 
and pinned our faith to thei, 

The first instance to come under my observa- 
tion was at Gaines’s Mill. I was thon serving 
with an Alabama regiment, and on the morn- 
ing of the day on which we wore making our 
coffee at the early camp fire I heard a sort of 
groan from a comrade, and as I turned to look 
at him I noticed that he was staring into his 
coffee pot with something like terror, while his 


“What is it?” I asked. 

“J ghall be killed today,” he groaned out, 

“Fadge! We don’t know that even a single 
musket will be fired.” 

“T dreamed last night,” he whispered, “that 
I looked down upona sheet of water whose 
surface was covered with babbles, and amidat 
them I saw my own dead facé. I shall beshot 
before night.” 

{ ridicuied the ideaand brought ap others 
to sssiat me, but the only reply to our raillery 
wasasadechakeofthe head. He was abo: 
liever in dreams, and he certainly felt that his 
last day bad come. In place of eating his 
breakfast he scribbled off a letier to his mother 
and intrusted it toacomrade, Ina little time 
we got theorder to march, and before noon 
my regithent was thrown forward to uncover 
a portion of the federal liae. The first mis- 
silesent atus wasa solidshot froma field: 
piece, and it struck the young soldier in the 
chest and cut him fairly in two without injar: 
ing another man. Notanother man was even 
woonded for the next ten minutes, 

The night before Barnside crossed at Fred- 
ericksburg a second lieutenantina Virginia 
regiment received, with hundreds of others, 
some mail from the regimental bag. I carried 


the pack -of twenty orthirty letters over to 


the officer’s quartersand handed it to this 
lieutenant. The top letter was for him, and 
on oneend ofthe envelope was a red stain. 
It looked like blood, but was probably ink. 
He no sooner seawitthan he became groatly 
affected, and said: 

“J shall bethe first officer out of the regi- 
ment killed tomorrow.” 

I heard a dozencflicers ridiculing him, bat 
be became silent end sorious, and finally 
walked away by himself. We were down on 
the right, where the first federal attack was 
made, Our regiment was usinga long and 
deep land farrow as a rifle pit, and the advanc- 
ing line of bine had just come within range, 
when a bullet struck the lieutenant in the 
head and killing himinstantly. It came from 
the front, and was probably from some starp- 
shooter, but it was afterwards agreed that the 
oflicer who was killed was perhaps, the least 
ex — of any, 

here was a superstition in my reziment 
that anyone who went into battle with the 
foot of a rabbit tied around his neck was safe. 
This was all right, and rabbits’ fect were ata 
ow premium for two or threo woeks. My 
brigade was then pushed ahead ona recon: 
noi:ance, bumped up against the yanks, and 
we not ou)y got severely thrashed. bat we lost 
a good many men. Ont of the seventy men in 
my company I presame that thirty had the 
talisman. It so happened that the three killed 
belonged to this “‘iucky” set, and next day 
rabbits’ feet took a decided fall in price. 

I was for a time a brigadier’s orderly. His 
supcratition. was that he would be safe from 
bullets as long as he rodeo a chestnut horse. In 
the first battle into which I followed him his 
chestnut was shot, and of course I “hustled” 
to bring him up another. Mine was a coal 
black, and the only one which I conld get for 
him wasaroan., Hoe didn’t seem to notice the 
difference until the action was over, and then 
I got a terrible ratizg. In the second battle 
be bad a chestnut, and even before our line 
came under firea bullei crippled the horse 
and another hit my superstitious general in 
the thigh and left him to limp throuzh life on 
astort leg. I personally kaew other officers 
who felt safe on roans, bays, blacks, and even 
whites, but they sooner or later discovered 
that they had pinned their faith to a rule 
which had exceptions. 

I remember that just befure Grant attacked 
Lee in the Wilderness, andj while *I was at 
brigade headquarters, a her, of which there 
was 4 'a'ge ficck abont tho yard, scratched up 
a stecl button. A sergeant of cavalry at once 
dismounted and secured it, and when I asked 
what use he coald put it to he replied: 

"I will drop it into the ear of my colonel’s 
horse jast before the next battle, and no harm 
will come to either of them.” 

“But what fetish can there be in a steel 
button?” 

“Ob, it isn’tso much in the batton as in the 
hen seaatching it up before my eyes.”

A Fult of Clothes That Cest $16,000—The Rapid 
Kiee in BShefhld Realty A New Industry in 
Birmipgham—Tiny Rucker’s Enthusiasm 
~ In the Bowels of North Georgia

coat, it may interest someone to know how it 
came to cost so much. During the last boom 
Mr. Toman paid $2,500 cash for some stock in 
the Sheficld improvement company.

The stock which Mr. Richards picked up 
for this trifle is now ‘worth $16,000-and, as 
THE WEEKLY ConsTITUTION circulation, is 
increasing at the rate of a thousand a week. 
The history of Sheffield is a strange one, A\l- 
derman Charlie Collier invested $2,000 in 
Sheffield stock three years ago, He could 
have closed it ont yesterday evening for $19,- 
000, As matters stand $100,000 cash has been 
invested in Sheffield. This includes the pur- 
chase of 3,000 acres of land and improvements. 
The first three days sale of land lots brought 
$263,000 or three times the original capital. 
Some of this has been invested in public im- 
provements. The stock which cost twenty 
cenis is now selling at 190. The 3,000 acres 
with the improvements that have been made 
from the original $10),000 and the land sales, 
are now valued at $1,900,000, or more than 
$6,000 per acre. The population of Shettield 
is about 500 souls 

What gives it this enormous prospective 
value? 

Two iron furnaces building and six mors 
under contract, 

Two iron furnaces made Anniston a place of 
6,000 people, Ten iron furnaces made Bir- 
minghani a city 20,000 people, 

Shefield with a better site, higher altitude, 
@ navigableriver and eight ‘furnaces under 
contract proposes to be as bigas Birmingham 
and Anniston put together. Colonel E. W. 
Cole and his associates are bound by contract 
to spend $800,000 in building six iron farnaces 
in Sheftield within the next two years, or three 
huge furnaces, each «f double capacity of the 
six contemp'ated, Two furnaces are already 
in course of erection. 

Meesrs, Hill and Ensley, of Memphis, are 
rushing ahead with the railroad, that catting 
through eolid mountains of coal and iron, 
binds Sheflield to Birmingham, one hundred 
and twenty miles away. Colonel Cole and his 
company own 70,000 acres of coal in the Black 
Warrior coal fields, and mountains of iron that 
are exbaustless in the largest sense of the 
word. Colonel Cole says; 

“Ten million dollars capital could be com- 
wandedina week for the improvement of 
Sheffield and its vicinity. Itisthe best iron 
center in the world and a great city must spee- 
dily be built there,” 

“Will it surpass Birmingham?” 

“Well, don’t let us say that; but Sheffield 
has exhaustiess beds of brown hematite ore, 
which produces fifty-four per cent of metalic 
iron, while the red hematite of Bir- 
mingham produces forty-three per cent, 
The limestone for fluxing is at Sheffield’s 
hands, while Birmingham sends forty-five 
miles to getit. St. Louis is the great iron 
market ofthe country. Steamers loaded at 
the furnace door in Sheffield with pig iron, 
willlayit in unbroken bulk at St. Lonig, 
having water transportation all the way— 
which Birmingham lacks, Birmingham will 
be a great city, but so will Sheffisld 
One not more surely than the other. 
Iron can be made at Birmingham a’ 
less than ten dollars a ton and at 
Sheffield for less than at Birmingham, while 
it costs seventeen dollars a ton tomake it in 
Pennsylvania. In ten years Alabama, Geor- 
gia and Tennessee, will control the iron mar.- 
ket of America. Few men comprehend the 
enormous amount of capital and industry that 
is being deported from Pennsylvania to the 
south, This will fill the south with great 
cities, Atlanta, Nashville, Chatta. 
nooga and Memphis, no leas 
than ‘Sheffield and Birmingham, 
will profit by new and amazing growth.”’ 

In the meantime, Shefficld is yet in its 
swaddlivg clothes, An east Sheffield company 
has been organized, with $250,000 capital, to 
improve and develop the outlying !ands of 
Sheffield, which it has bought up by the hnn- 
dreds of acres. 

As to Birmingham, one tires of writing of 
its wonders. The Hon. T. W. Rucker, late of 
Athene, says he discovered a new industry in 
Birmingham on his prospecting visit. 

“I went to the post office to inquire for my 
mail. I fonnd « string of from fifty to one 
hundred men tailing away from the general 
delivery box, each man taking his turn pa- 
tient)y. A friend said to me, ‘Yon can’t afford 
to wait half an honr, let me buy you a place 
in the line.’ He touched a little negro boy 
who was near the head of the procession and 
asked what he would take for his place, ‘Fif- 
tecn cents,’ the boy replied. I paid it and 
took his place, He ran to the 
rear of the line and starte! 
up again. This is a regular industry. 
Negro boys get a place in the line and hol‘ it 
until some impatient stranger buys them out. 
A place near the box is worth a quarter; a 
little further down fifteen cents, and near the 
tail only five cents. The boys make from a 
dollar to two dollars a day,” ~ 

Mr. Rucker bought him a residence lot 
100x150 feet for $2,100. I asked him where it 
was located. 

“Way out in the woods,” he said; “and fall 
of ’persums. I bet there is a bushel of 'pos- 
eume on it this very night.” 

I asked Mr. Racker how long he had been 
at Birmingham before he determined to make 
it his home. 

“T badn’t got ten feet from the depot,” ssid 
be, “before I determined to spend the rest of 
my life there,” 

Mr. Rucker says hoasked Colonel Handley if 
he did not think the price of real estate 
would drop. It is one of Colonel Hanly’s 
peculiarities that he will never talk about Bir- 
mingbam real estate until he gets on a corner 
and takes his hat off. He needs room, air and 
reverence when he approaches that subject. 

“Drop,” be says, “‘why it has hardly started 
op yet. Ic is going up, up, up, until it reaches 
the stars. It ain’t half as high yet as iand 
on Wali street in Now York. It has got plenty 
of margin for growth.”

LIVING WITHOUT EATING. 


The Latest Conclusions of the Sctentists on 
an Interesting Question, 
From the Boston Post. 

“The art of living without eating,” is now 
the universal subject of discussion in France, al- 
moet to the exclusion of the question of war with 
Germany, and everything else, and the learned 
faculty, following the fashion, has gone to writing 
Cisquisitions about Merlatti and Succi. The Re 
vue Scientifique contains an article from the pen 
of one Dr. Bernheim, who is said to be an eminent 
physician of Nancy, in which he maintains learn- 
edly that starving persons die literally of hunger 
—just from being hunogry—and not of inanition, 
and that all that is necessary to maintain life fora 
long time without food is to employ some process 
or influence which shali destroy the sensation of 
hunger. He cites numberless instances from he 
records of the faculty in which persons suffering 
from fever, and é especially from tye 
phoid fever, have gone for days and eéveg 
weeks without alimentation. “Young giris,”’ he 
says, suffering fr isease led ueryous 
anorexy, whichis charac y an absolute 
absence of appetite, eat nothing, or almost nothing 
for weeks and even months. In one case which 
came under my care the patient took food, indeed, 
but her stomach instantly rejected everything 
that she had eaten or drunk. It was impossible te 
see how she could live, for she literslly did not 
assimilate a particle of food; and yet she survived 
for more than a year.’ If a consumptive, Dr, 
Bernheim argues, can live for weeks without food, 
with scarcely more than skin upon his bonest 
support life, why should a strong man who is, tel- 
atively to this consumptive a co/ossus, die in three 
or four days of starvation? Dr. Beraheirm is forced

The Coming City Election. 

On next Wednesday 3,000 voters will de- 
cide who shall administer Atlanta’s affairs 
for rext year. It would have been better 
had the registration been double what it is, 
bot those who have registered will doubtless 
put Atlanta right. 

The fusion ticket, offered by the joint com- 
mittee and indorsed by the citizens’ meet- 
ing, isa good one. It is doubtful if a bet- 
ter ticket all the way through was ever 
offered. Iiut the principle back of the 
ticket is much more important than the 
ticket itself. When it was proposed to pool 
the probibition issue in a joint ticket, every- 
body approved. It might be said, also, that 
everybody doubted the possibility of effect- 
ipg a compromise. When the joint commit- 
tee of fifty unexpectedly reached an agree- 
ment by a practically unanimous vote, 
everybody was delighted. 

There was pot even a rumor of dissent. 

Now this compromise must be carried out 
in good faith or it must beviolated. The 
ticket was made to represent all classes and 
all factions fairly, and was accepted as fair 
and equitable. To change this ticket in a 
single particular would break the agreement, 
destroy the adjustment and make any com- 
premise hereafter impossible. We respect- 
fully submit that the two or three men who 
are sedulously stirring up this strife and 
opposition cannot as safely be put in charge 
of this city’s politics as the immense mass 
meeting of citizens that indorsed the sug- 
gestions of the committee of fifty. At least 
three gentlemen who bave been suggested in 
opposition to candidates on the fusion 
ticket have positively declined to allow 
their names used. This is patriotic, wise, 
and will be remembered to theircredit. In 
spite of this, the half-dozen agitators insist 
on carrying on a sort of guerilla warfare on 
certain parts of the ticket. 

The ticket should be elected by a majority 
of 2,500 ont of the 3,000 votes, Let every 
mau who has registered make up his mind 
to vote, and to vote the whole ticket without 
a scratch. 


The Investigation Committee, 

We have had but little to say about the 
pending investigation before the legislature, 
since it convened, simply because we deemed 
it but just to let the accnsed have the full 
benefit offered to rebut the evidence that 
might be presented against them. The ex- 
traordinary effort of Mr. J. P. Harrison to 
acquit himself and implicate everybody he 


could, makes it necessary for us to have | 


something to say now in the premises. 

We cannot now call to mind any more dis- 
reputable admission that could be made by 
@ state officer than he made in his testimony, 
and be made it with the apparent modesty 
of an innocent maiden, Let us see what it 
is. ! 

He swore before the committee that he 
{state printer at the time) paid L. F. Living- 
ston thirty dollars to use his influence before 
Governor McDaniel to have a man appointed 


_*tapitol commissioner who would favor his 


marble scheme. He selected Livingston, he 
swore, because he thought Governor McDan- 
ie] was under obligations to him for his nom- 
ination. 

We cannot call to mind in the history of 
the state a more disreputable confession than 
i- contained in thestatement abovealluded to. 
Livingston, fortwo days’ work—for Major 
(rane died on the fifteenth day of January, 
and Captain Howell was appointed on the 
seventeenth of January—was paid thirty 
@ollars to use his supposed influence for the 
appointment of anybody that would be fa- 
vorabis io Harrison’s marble. As might be 
supposed, Livingston selected his brother- 
in-law, Beatie, as any thirty dollar man 
would. 

We do not propose to discuss in fall the 
testimony that has been adduced during this 
trial until aiter the committee reports, but 
it is necessary for us to comment on some of 
the testimony given by Mr, James P. Harri- 
son, late the state printer, as he deems it 
meceseary, in making his testim my, to evade 
the main issue and impugn the motives of 
thore he is not friendly to. 

it has been shown in thie trial that he 
spent three thousand dollars to have the con- 
tract for the state capitol setaside. He used 
every means in his power,'and in the power, 
of money, to accomplish thisend. He bids 
fifty cents a cubic foot for the marble to be 
used in this building, and then goes to work 
to form acombination with the marble men 
in the state to make it cost one dollar and 
twenty-five cents. He spends his money 
liberally to induce the legislature to change 
the contract tosuit him. He fails, and de- 
mands not only the money he has spent in 
his effort to boodle the legal’ authorities of 
his state, but wants pay for his services. He 
tries to force the Georgia Marble company to 
pay, bot only the money he spent, but for 
his time, because the new company 
would not go to bis depth in in- 
famy to set aside a contract and make one to 
euit themselves, He demanded three thon- 


, Sand, and took seven huadred and fifty. He 


employed a stenographer—for a legislative 
committee who, by the way, 
Sppears on record asthe ‘‘official steno- 
@epher”’—to take testimony in favor of his 
scheme. The hotels were patronized by 
him, the restauraate, the clothing stores, the 
pa and shoe stores, all to further his scheme. 
vacaney occurs on the board, and he 
prepbe to his friends and pays des 
to com,f 10 the capital to have a man favora- 
ble to kis scheme sppointed. He fails, 
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he impugns the motives of the governor, be- 
cauee he fails. 

We call attention to Governor McDaniel’s 
card, im another column, to see how loose 
this man is in swearing to carry out his pur- 
pose. Why it was necessary for him to 
swear what Livingston said we are not 
able 16 understand under any rules of testi- 
mony known to this date, but it suited his 
purpose, He knew when he swore it that 
Tne ConstrrvTion had been as earnest an 
adivocate of the commission and its acts be- 
fore Captain Howell’s appointment as it had 
been since, but be was as regardless of the 
truth as he was when he swore that Judge 
Brown was disqualified, and that Captain 
Howell was net an appliant for the place, 
had indorsed the application of others; had 
been in frequent consultation with members 
of the board when the material was selected 
and the contracts for the new capitol were 
made, and had indorsed fully through TH& 
CONSTITUTION and in private conversation 
what they had done. 

We repeat what we have said, that there 
has been no more disreputable work in the 
lobby of the legislature since the days of 
reconstruction than appears from the fac's 
presented in this caze. Wedonot mean to 
be understood as prejudging the rights of 
Judge Fain and Senator Rankio in makiag 
this statement. It they are guilty it will 
not add to the infamy of what was attempt- 
ed, and if they are innocent it can be dem- 
onstrated, and no one will go further toshow 
it than THE CONSTITUTION. 

_ The charge was made against them under 
oath by a man who was the trasted friend of 
Mr. Harrison. We hare known these men 
for eighteeu years, intheir private and ofli- 
cial capacity, and have never heard a whis- 
per against their integrity until the publica- 
tion of this affidavit. 

We will have more to say about this trial 
as it progresses, and when the testimony is 
given in full to the public, we will let our 
readers know fully what itis. And any 
attorney that Mr. Harrison may have in the 
legislature may rest assured that we will get 
under his skin, it makes no difference how 
thick it is.. We repeat what we have said, 
that any man who will rob a man because be 
comes from Boston or Chicago, will roba 
Georgian if he can. 


“Southward the Star of Empire Takes 
Its Way.” 

We print in our news columng some re- 
markable facts about the development of 
Birmingham, Sheffield and the ‘ron region 
of Alabama. 

More remarkable than these facts is the 
statements of Colonel] A. K.-McClure, otf the 
Philadelphia Times, who has been studying 
the situation over there. Colonel McClure 
is a veteran observer and a careful write:° 
And yet he declares that iron can be made at 
$11.60 a ton in Georgia and Alabama against 
$17 a ton in Pennsylvania. There is noan- 
swer to these figures. They mean the de 
portation of capital and industry from Penn- 
sylvania toAlabama. Especially, when the 
fact is that iron can be made at less than $10 
a ton in the south, and that even this figure 
may be lowered, by perfecting facilities, 
while Pennsylvania has exhausted economy 
in bringing her production down to $17 a 
ton.. The movement to the south has al- 
ready begun. Twelve years ago Alabama 
produced only 60,000 tons of iron. Her an- 
nual output now is 800,000 tons. Her an- 
nual coal output twelve years ago 
was 10,000 tons, It is now 1,500,000 
tons. This growth has been effected during a 


depression that put half of the iron furnaces | 


of Birmingham out of blast and drove the 
Reading railroad into bankruptcy by the 
protection of the coal industry. 

Now read Colonel McClure’s words aod 
remember that they come from a Pennsy)- 
vanian: ‘‘The sudden tread of the hordes 
from the northern forests did not more surely 
threaten the supremacy of Rome thaa the 
tread of the iron and coal diggers of Ala- 
bama threaten the supremacy of the Pean- 
sylvania coal and iron fields. Nova Scotia 
even will find Alabama challenging Penn- 
sylvania and herself in the New Eogland 
factories, and with the Alabama water-ways 
perfected England will have to look to her 
laurels in the Central and South American 
markets. We cannot war with destiny. 
Alabama has been gifted even beyond oar 
hoasted empire of Pennsylvania, aud only 
the southern sluggard has given the race to 
the north so far. Now there isa new south 
and the time is at hand when coal and iron 
will be shipped cheaper from Alabama than 
from any northern state or territory. These 
are stubborn truths. Let us profit by them 
They will not make Pennsylvania poor, for 
ber people and resources are equal to all the 
mutations of industry and trade. But they 
wil] make Alabama rich—and that will ma’ 
tiply the wealth and grandeur of the whole 
union,”’ 

Birmingham and Sheffield will undoubt- 
edly be great cities. It is not impossible 
that each may have 100,000 inhabitants in 
the next ten years. We sincerely hope 
they wilf, Atlanta has nothing to 
lose, and cyerything to gain, by their 
abounding growth, Within three hours’ 
ride of es and with a road pro- 
jected to Shefifeld, she must profit largely by 
their prosperity. Noone need fear that At- 
lanta will not maintain her position as the 
chief city of the south Atlantic states. The 
industrial growth of the Pittsburg and Al- 
legheny region, which was in itself phenome- 
nal, never threatened the supremacy of Phil- 
adelpbis, but added enormously to her 
wealth and population. So Atlanta has 
neither envy or rivalry for Birmingham and 
Sheflield, She and her people are heartily 
atone with them in. the development ot 
southern resources, the establishment of 
southern industries and the upbuilding of 
southern prosperity. _—-

ie's 6t home should be made to understand 
that ocr avarchists were no’ condemned to | 
the scafiold simply becanse they were the 
zealots of liberty or because they propos 
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to reform the republic, They were tried a 
common niurderers, incendiaries and thieves, 
avd as such they must. sniffer the penalty. 

In this country fine theories about liberty, 
equality and fraternity will not save men 
from the dungeon and the gallowe when it is 
‘proved that their real purpose is to cut the 
throats of their benefactors, and then draw 
lots for the women and the property of the 
dead men, 

The governor of Illinois will doub‘iess 
give the petition from Paris a respectfal 
consideration, but if he yields to it he will 
show himself unworthy of his high office. 
Apy other course would be in itself a par 
and parcel of anarchy.

Daily papers are carted off 
in huge bundles to newsdealers, without 
being handled or addressed separately 
Every copy of a weekly paper has its indi- 
vidual address, which must be pasted on. 
Up to last week the whole work of THE 
WEEKLY was done on Monday. At that 
time the edition reached such proportions 
that only Georgia subscribers (some 29,000) 
and Alabama subscribers (over 13,000) are 
supplied on Monday, the other states being 
served on Tuesday. 

The coming of THE WEEKLY CONSTITU-

through the postofiice. Three railway mail 
clerks report at THE CONSTITUTION office 
for duty Monday morning.*A large room is 
fitted up with racks and canvas mail bags 
pendant from a hundred labeled hooks.

This advertise- 
ment, with a few linesof detail, is inserted 
in 1,492 different newspapers in one order 
with an advertising firm. It handles sewing 
machines as premiums or for its subscribers, 
and uses nearly 2,000 machines a year— 
Waterbury watches, which it buys in thou- 
sand lots and buys five times a year—and 
breech-loading guns, which it imports from 
Germany, and uses 200 tothe month. It 
was over 50,000 postal cards in the year. 

‘Asa matter of course, the main profit of 
THE WEEKLY is from its advertising col- 
umns. Its price is 35 cents a line, agate 
measurement of 14 lines to the inch. There 
are 20 inches to the column, so that one col- 
umn one time costs $98, There are discounts 
tor large or continued advertisements, bat 
none which bring the price below $60 a col- 
umn. The advertising is confined to 18 
columns, and no offer ceuld carry it beyond 
20 columns. It is preferred to keep it down 
to 15 columns, as the extending circulation 
of the paper is of too much value to risk by 
entrenching too deeply on its reading space. 
THE CONSTITUTION circulates in every state 
and territory of the union and 
therefore competes with every paper 
in the union. That it holds its 
own is proven by the fact that three years 
ago it had 9,800 subscribers, two years ago 
19,200, one year ago 42,000, now'83,000. It 
is still rushing up at the rate of 1,000 a 
week, and where it will stop no one can 
tell. If it were not immodest, we should say 
that we consider it the best family paper 
that is printed forthe American villager or 
farmer.

'S CREW AT BAY’ 

A Madman With Matches in the Hold ofa 
Petroleum Ship. 

From the New York Sun. 


Little Captein Fritz, of the big ship Granite 
State, clad In an ulster reaching to his feet, paced 


the deck of his vessel last night as she lay at 
Woc druff’s stores, in Brooklyn, aad told a reporter 
for The tun about mad Sallor Salares and his 
tragic death,* It mves onesn idea of thesize of 


this eartn and of the slowness with which news 
travels from the region of the equator, to know 
that thé death of Leon Salares occurred just a year 
ago this month,and the particulars of his frenzy 
have jus: reeched us, 

The Granite State reached Woodruff:’ stores last 
night, after a voyage of 130 days from Manila. It 
is eighteen inouths since the ship sailed from this 
port for Hovg Kong. Among the crew was this Leon 
Salares, a Spaniard, aman of quiet magners and a 
popularfellow with his shipmates. This was his sec- 
ond voyage on the Granite State. There were two 
countrymen of hisin the crew. The others were 
Swedes, Danes, and Englishmen, During the 
early partof the voyage southward Salares at- 
tended to his duties faithfully, but later he dec- 
velo;ed a disposition to shirk Tr and tried to 
influence others of the crew to resist_the captain’s 
orders. He ame very strly, stopping just 
short of outepoken mutiny. 

It was in the early part of November, 1885, that 
the Granite State crossed the equator in her course 
sround Cape Horn to Hong Kong. The winds 
were upfavorable, and the crew were required to 
be on deck lopg hours during the day and night. 
Onoxre occasion Salares defied Captain Fritz, 
and said: ‘‘This ship is a floating heli, but I won’t 
let you kiil me with overwork.’’ Suddenly he 
disappeared, Captain Fritz caused search to be 
made for him, and, not finding nim, he concluded 
that he had failen overboard, and 
mace 4a minute to that effect in his 
log. For |tbree days Salares was missing, 
and then he was found concealed between dec«s. 
A sailor taw smoke coming out of a hatch, and 
found that Salares was there with his pipe. Sala- 
res Came out and went to work again, denying that 
he was fll and spurning medical treatment. For 
a while he was peaceful, but sullen. Then he dis- 
cg again, this timedown the forenatch, and 
when he was detected in hissecond hiding place he 
threatened to kill anyone who approached him. 

The ship’s cargo was petroleum in cases, aud 
Salares made his way forward and barricaded hia- 
self securely with cases of oil. He had taken 
about fifteen gallons of water and about forty 
pouncs of bread with bim into his retreat, and he 
was prepared for a siege. Captain Fritz ordered 
ttre mate ard members of the crew to bring the 
mutineer on deck, but when they moved on his 
barricade he held up a box of matchesand threa‘en- 
ed set th inflammale 
cargo before 
capiain was 
was ingane. and he was left for the 
retreat. That was an anxious — on shipboard, 
and Captain Fritz, with his wife and daughter, 
kept watch on deck, fearing that at any ute 
the desperate maa in the forehold might fire the 
ship, although immunity from punishment was 

romised him if he would come on deck. On the 
ao day another attempt was made to cap- 
ure him. ‘ 

Captain Fritzled the men below into the hold 
where Salares was concealed. They crawled 
along over the cases of cargo, guided by the dim 
light of lanterns, From his concealment Salares 
tetany to the men startling threats of deach if

He made no resistance. He was dead. He had 
cut bis throat with the sheath knife with which 
he had sought the lives of his shipmates.

blessed be the name of the Lord,” The Lord 
Jesus Chriet upon the cross of Calvary cried 
cut, “My Ged, my God, why hast Thou for- 
ssken we?” Though he said "Thou hass for- 
eaken me,” he called still, as if laying hold of 
his Father—an exhibition of perfect trast, 
Though God ghould send thunderboilts crash-« 
ing through our souls, we must not despise the 
chastenip gz. 

THE SECOND DANGER

The Manufacturing Interests. 


£EHOWING SOME IMPORTANT ENTERPRISES AND 
THEIR WORK. 

The lesding manufacturing ,enterprise of 
(<dartown is the Cherokee iron compavy. 
They were originally started in 1872 and com- 
pleted in 1874. A. G. West is president of the 
company, John H, Browning, treasurer, and 
James R. Barber secretary. The property 
comprises 1,800 acres of iron and timber land. 
Of this about 1,000 acres are plantation laad 
with 600 acres under cultivation, planted in 
corn, whegt, cate and hay to supply the wants 
of the bands and stock used in their various 
industries, They also raise the greater portion 
of their own pork aud beef. 

CHEROKEE FURNACE 

and casting house is a most substantial and 
handsome brick structure, The furnace is (5 
feet bigh, with a 13 foot bosh. and capacity 
of 60 tone of iron per day. Up tothe present 
time it bas been devoted exclusively to the 
mapufecture of charcoal iron, both for foundry 
and car wheel purposes. The quality 1s not 
surpesed by any foundry in the United States. 
It is remarkable for tepacity and very supe: 
rior ebilling propertier, and is largely used for 
ibe manufactore of car wheels on tho Kast aud 
Weet road of Alabama. 

This was the only charcoa' farnace ra nning 
in Georgia during the past your. Beven thov-

at the present time, 
THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLAR‘ 

has iecently been spent on overhauling the 
furnace for coke. Very large and cuzeriorly 
constructed new hot blast ovens have been 
in, new boilers and blowing engine with a 
capacity of 20,000 feet per minute, The coke 
is manufactured at the Broken Arrow coal 
mines, the coal produced there possessing sa- 
perior coking qualities. At the present time 
seventy-five coke ovéns are in active opera 
tion at Broken Arrow. 

The ore banks, five miles cast and one mile 
west, on the East and West road, comprise the 
finest kind of brown hematite ore free from 
phgephorous and of vast .magnitude, in fact 
the supply seoms to be almost inexhaustible, 
they cover an area of 400 acres. ‘Bhis furnace 
is one of the largest, best built and best eqnip- 
ped in the south. 

MANU FACTORIES. 

The company also owns a foundry and 
machine shop, The former is large and com- 
modious, containing all the hecessary appara. 
tus for making car wheels and general castings. 
The machine shop contains ail the latest im- 
provements for fitting wheels, axles and 
manufacturing and repairing ali kinds of ma- 
chi ery. 7 

The car shop is supplied with all the newest 
machinery for the manufacture of cars, and 
run by water power. They manufacture all 
descriptions of freight cars for use on the East 
and West railroad. 

The planing mill has a capacity of 15,060 
feet of lumber a day, and contains ali the nec 
eseary circular and bani saws, as woll a3 a:l 
other mechirery forthe manufacture of car: 
and govneral work. 

The flouring mil] is conceded t>) be one of 
the finest and largest in the south. It is a very 
beautifal brick building, five stories in height, 
with a capacity of seventy five barrols of flour 
and three hundred bushels of corn per day. 
All the latest improved milling apparatus will 
be found here, It was erccied at a cost of 
$15,000. 

The fine brick store is as clean and neatly 
arranged aga drawing room. Ite dimensions 
are 140x100 feet, with a cool cel'ar underneath 
extending the whole length and width of the 
building. In this are stored meats and endless 
variety of heavy groceries, Upstairs thestock 
consists of general merchandise. We were 
most struck with the choice selection of dry 
goods. The hand of an artict was clearly 
discernable on every she!f and in every show 
case. The stock averages $15,000, 

THE EAST AND WEST ROAD 

was origivally known as the Cherokee rail- 
road, It extended from Cartersville to Rock- 
mart. This road was sold out to satisfy the 
claims of the bondholders, six years since, and 
purchased by the Cherokee Iron company, who 
extended it to Cedartown, put it in first class 
condition, nowly equipped it throughoat and 
run it successfully for four years. It was then 
determined to extend it to the coal fields in 
St. Clair county, Alabama. A company was 
formcd, comprised mostly of the same indi- 
viduals interested in the Cherokee Iron com- 
pany, who extended it seventy: five miles, from 
Cedartown to Broken Arrow, the junction 
with the East Tennessee, Virginia and Goor- 
gia being at Cross Plains, The road is run- 
ning successfully and the business so rapidly 
increasing that larger and heavier engines 
baye been placed on it especially for hauling 
the ore, coke and lime used at the farnaca, 

The full force employed by the Cherokee 
iron company in all their different industries 
and departments, when inv full operation, 
amounts to 300 men, 

The Cherokee iron company have leased the 
Broken Arrow coal mines for the term of 
twenty years, and have already commenced to 
operate them up to their full capacity, which 
is from 500 to 600 tons per day. 

The above facts I obtained from a paper 
handed me by Mr. Barber, the secretary of the 
company, and a most courteous gentleman. 
He informs me that the company has sold 
nearly all the timbered land it formerly owned. 
They have a fine ‘chemical laboratory 
which cost $1,000, and have had a fine chemist 
engaged for the purpose of analyzing the ores, 
coke and iron. The laboratory contains some 
fine specimens of minerals found and mined 
in Polk county. 


The Mineral Deposits. 
A COUNTY RICH IN VAST QUANTITIES OF 
IRON AND OTHER ORES. 

The total amount of assessed taxable prop- 
erty in Polk county today is abont $2,000 000. 
Instead of this it ought to be not less than 350,- 
000,000, for the whole county is one of vast de 
posit of ‘:he most valuable ores. The princip!e 
mineral, though, is iron, Said Mr. Armstead 
Richardson ox this point: 

‘Throughout the country there is an abun4- 
ance of the very best blue limestone for lime 
and iron purposes. There are large deposits of 
building stone, easily worked and durable. 
Also, marble, oilstone and ocre have been 
found and zome have been werked to a limit- 
ed extent. S!ateof the best quality and ia in- 
«xhaustible quantity underlies the hills and 
mountains inthe eastern part of the connty, 
and surface indications show large deposits in 
all the southern part of the county. Consider 
able capital and numbers of hands are engaged 
getting it out for roofing, quarrying about 
4000 squares per annum. It 1s shipped to and 
used in many of the cities, and judged equal to 
that obtained from Pennsylvania or Wales 

“Probably our greatest mineral wealth is in 
iron. There are three distinct leads of iron 
ore in the county, with large belts of excellent 
timber running near. The first lead rans 
across the eastern end of the connty aad is 
said to furnish an abundance of the richest 
brown hematite ore, but no furnaces are yet 
located upon it. The second is through the 
central part of the county, On this is found 
the very superior needle ore that is said to 
makea valuable iron, The Cherokee Iron 
company is located on this lead. The thie 
lead is in the western part of the county, along 
the line of abranch of the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad, also having a 
large supply of timber near by. Etna Iron 
company, in this county, and several furnaces 
over the Alabama line, are working this ore.” 

Thereis alsosome magnetic ore in Polk; 
also silver ore, thelatter assaying about $50 to 
the tov. The association shows some fine 
epccimens of these ores, besides some of the 
finest marble in the south. These specimens 
were gathered by Mr, Booz, who has taken 
great interest in the devclopment of the sec- 
tion. All in all, the mineral deposits are prac: 
tically inexhaustible,and itis not an ucares- 
sonable prophecy to say that within a few 
years the entire country will be hted by 
the red glare cf a thousand coke furnaces, 
while tLe charcoal cones will dot the country 
like the white tente of Israel. 

THE RAILROADS,

BOOKS AND AUTHORS, 
A Glance Over the Literary Field—Special 
aod General Notes, 

Tax Hovsr at Hrew Bripee. By Edgar 
Fawcett. The methods employed by the 
northern critics when Edgar Fawcett comes 
forward for discussion are somewhat peculiar. 
They ignore his poetry, though the most of it 
is well worthy of attention, and they judge 
his stories and novels by their mannerisms. 
It may be said at once that such methods as 
these form no part of genuine criticism, Pre- 
sumably the attitude of the critics 
is based on the personality of Mr. 
Faweett. He is said to de exgotistic 
and aggressive, and not much given to curry- 
ing favor with the various groups of young 
men who have charge of the literary depart- 
ments of the newspapers. A portrait of him 
printed in Harper’s a month or so ago dis- 
played the head and face of a prize-fighter, 
and, after seeing it, one may understand, pos- 
sibly, why Mr. Fawcett has some very dear 
enemies, 

At the rame time, it should be borne in mind 
even by his enemies that the best of his work 
is not only entitled to recognition but that he 
bas made a distinct place for himself 
in American literature. He is the 
first American author, for instancs, who 
has been able to handle with spirit and humor 
aud genuine art that terribly complex affair, 
the American society novel. In his “An Am- 
biticous Woman,” he is not only true to nature 
and character, but he is true to the artificial 
life he sets about to describe, and he is true to 
the pulse and movement of his own time. 
There are many things in the style and man- 
nér of the book that are offensive to those who 
are disposed to be critical in small matters, 
Moreover, there isa good deal of affectation 
of one sort and another; but above and boyond 
a]l this is a picture of American society truly 
artistic in its proportions and of abundant 
interest to those who are interested in the 
movements of genuine people, 

It is eaid of Mr. Fawcett’s latest work, that 
the plot is transferred from a recently pub- 
lished English book, and the inference of the 
average reader is that a great crime has been 
committed. Nevertheless, the central idea of 
the plot has been employed before Mr. Faw- 
cett or Mr, Anstey got hold of it, The clothing 
that Mr. Fawcett has given it is as original 
as, and more humsn than, that of Mr. Anstey. 
There is more purpose in it and the results are 
more satisfactory. 

Mr. Faweett is not a “charmiog” 
writer, but he is a strong writer. His 
individuality is not at all times prepossessing, 
but it is worthy the serious attention of crit- 
ics who are interested in the development of 
American jiterature. We observe that Mr. 
Fawcett is to contribute an article to the Jan- 
uary number of Lippincott’s Magazine, the 
title of which is, ‘‘Ooght the Critic to bea 
Gentleman?” The discussion of sich a ques- 
tion will no doubt be interesting, but is might 
well be postponed until literary criticism in 
America rises to the dignity of an art or a pro- 
fersion. 

It is one of the curiosities of criticism, 80 far 
as Mr. Fawcett is concerned, thaf the moment 
he igsues a novel of New York society, the 
critics roundabout that region gravely an- 
nounce that the novelist has probably givon a 
very accurate description of the society which 
he knows, but-it is not by any means the high, 
the refincd, the mighty society which the 
critics know. This is no doubt calculated to 
irritate a man with a pugilistic chin, but 
Mr, Fawcettshould put himself in the place of 
The public under- 
stands that the critics who affect to be familiar 
with a more refined society than that de- 
scribed in the books are merely posing for 
effect. Their attitude is the natural and 
proper one under the circumstances. Moean- 
while, as we have said before, Mr. Fawcett’s 
books, no matter whathistemper or tempera- 
ment may be, are worthy of serious attention. 

SANTA CLAUS’s RIpOLE. By Katharine Lee 
Bates, Boston, D. Lothrop & Co, This isa 
charming Christmas poem for juveniles, with 
sixteen cglored illustrations, Curly Pate’s 
discovery of Santa Claus filling the stocking is 
capitally told.
